RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 


In response to the Office Action dated October 9, 2003, Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration of the subject application in light of the following remarks. In 
the Office Action, the Office required the election of a single disclosed species: a) an 
occlusion agent comprising a liquid fibrinogen preparation, or b) an occlusion agent 
comprising histoacryl glue. 

The election requirement is respectfully traversed. However, to be fully 
responsive, Applicant elects, with traverse, the a) occlusion agent comprising a liquid 
fibrinogen preparation, which reads on claims 1-3. The Examiner admits that claims 1 
and 3 are generic. 

Applicant respectfully submits that they have a statutory right under 35 U.S.C.
